FRENCH=CAR AID TO BIRAO--The French Army has begun an operation to airlift 60 tons 
of foodstuffs and medicines to the isolated, famine-stricken Birao region in the 
remote north-east corner of the Central African Republic. The French troops, who 
have remained in the country since the French-backed coup ousted Emperor Bokassa 
last year, set up an advance base yesterday at Birao, 800 km. (500 miles) from 
Bangui. The region borders on Chad and Sudan. Two C-160 Transall cargo planes, 
two Puma helicopters and six Landrovers will be used to get the food--manioc and 
millet--to Birao and on to Amdafok, on the Sudanese frontier, and to Boromata, 

on the Chad frontier. The Central African Army's role in the operation will be to 
transport 30 tons of millet from Bossangoa, in the western part of the country, 
500 km. (300 miles) to Bangui, whence it will be moved to Birao. The plight of 
Birao first came to light five weeks ago, when reports reached here that more than 
50 children had starved to death. The shortage of food was caused by locusts, an 
influx of refugees from the civil war in Chad and floods.

Council of FROLINAT. The appearance of 
a fighter which strafed the positions of 
Habre 's Forces Armees du Nord two weeks 
ago has merely reinforced the view that 
Libyan activity 1s growing, though French 
military sources specify that there is no 
evidence of Libyan personnel in Chad. 

The obvious effect has been to raise the

Presiient Ahidijo of Cameroon has 
confirmed this by expressing concern both 
al the extent of arms smuggling through 
Cameroon and the escalation of the refugee 
problem in Cameroon since the latest 
intensification of fighting in N'Djamena.

Unity Not An Issue 


The intricacies of northern antagonsms 


and alliances and their association with 
external supporters and the gradual 
detachment, for ail practical pur ofthe 
south, have led to more speculation as to 
what kind of constitutional structure is best 
for Chad. All Chadians who are drawn up 
against Hissen Habre maintain that there is 
no potential constitutional problem, the 
war is a legacy of the colonial era which has 
been aggravated by the personal ambitions 
of one personality, Hissen Habre. Habre is 
not interested in any federalism or 
secession. His ambition as expenence 
suggests, is to have power in Chad and he 
has, so far, received enough support from 
sources as diverse as the French and 
Egyptians, as well as having well drilled 
forces, to give him the confidence to believe 
that there is a place for him in Chad.

SWAPO DEASNS--Windhoek--The SWA Territory Force and South African forces killed 
26 SWAPO terrorists and Angolan Government MPIA soldiers in a raid into Angola 

on Monday, Drigadier Willie Meyer, Second in Command of the SWA Territory Force, 
dieclosed in Windhoek, Brigadier Meyer did not disclose how many of the dead had 
been MPIA soldiers, In 4 statement, he said the SA and SWA Porces had attacked a 
SWAPO base in southern Angola, north of Kaokoland in northwestern SWA on Monday. 
The MPLA soldiers killed in the incident had become embroiled in the fighting. 

A large quantity of arms and ammunition was destroyed, Brigadier Meyer said. 

All SA and SWA soldiers had returned safely to base, “It is a pity that the MPLA 
soldiers were, in spite of repeated warnings, still cooperating with SWAPO," 
Srigadier Meyer said, “They will, therefore, now have to bear the consequences." 
Brigadier Meyer said he wished to emphasise that the SWATF had no wish to become 
involved in skirmishes with the MPIA forces. “It is trusted that they will now 
stop giving aid and cooperation to SWAPO," he said.

SENGHOR DISCUSSES PROBLEMS OF NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE 
Paris L'UNITE in French 10 Oct 80 p 5 


[Exclusive Interview with President Leopold Sedar Senghor, by Guy Perrimond: 
“North-South: An Increasingly Unequal Exchange. President Senghor's Solemn 
Call to Stop the Deterioration of Exchange Conditions Which Makes It Possible 
for Developed Countries to Get Richer at the Expense of the Poorest Coun- 
tries"; date and place not given) 


(Text) [Question] How did you like the UN special meeting on North-South 
problems which has just ended? 


[Anewer) The extraordinary UN conference on the North-South dialogue has 
ended in a half-failure, just as the Paris and New Delhi conferences before 
it, not to mention the conference on desert extension. 


The essential cause for this succession of half-failures--I do not wish to 
be too severe--is essentially the result of the selfishness of developed 
countries and their lack of political will. It is true that developing 
countries have often lacked skilfulness and, especially, moderation. 


To come back to the United Nations, they have not considered any of the 
fundamental problems of the “North-South dialogue": neither energy, nor 
currency, nor finances, nor aid to development. Once again, the solution 
has been postponed until a new North-South conference is held in 1961. 
Even the draft resolution concerning the third decade of development, it 
too, has beer referred to the ordinary session which is now in progress. 


[Question] In your opinion, what are the most urgert problems of the South: 
energy, demography, debts, etc.? What are those for which a solution could 
conceivably be found soon? 


[Anewer)] The most urgent problem is that of the Third World's debts. From 
64 billion dollars in 1971, its total debt has increased to 376 billions 
in 1979. I need not comment on these figures. 











Ae far as energy is concerned, taking the example of Senegal, our oi) bill 
has increased tenfold during the 6 years from 1973 to 1979; it increased 
from 100 million French francs to 1 billion. 


Third problem: demography. In Black Africa, the population doubles 
approximately every 20 years but, because of the “deterioration of 
exchange conditions"=-I shall come back on this later on--the per capita 
income increased only by .2 percent during the decade ending in 1980. 


It would be possible to start solving the energy problem at the ordinary 
session of the United Nations, in 1981 at the latest, by pegging oil prices 
and the prices for other raw materials supplied by the Third World to 

the prices charged by developed countries for goods and services. 


{Question} Can the European socialist movement offer prospects to the 
countries of the South, and which prospects? Is it possible to imagine 
@ course of action which would prevent countries in the South from having 
to chose between the two main cultural, economic and political models 
which the West and the East are offering? 


{Answer} In his latest and remarkable book entitled "Les Orangers du Lac 
Balaton,” Prof Maurice Duverger mentions a “third road” which would be 

that of Buropean socialists, whether or not they call themselves “democrats.” 
I told him last week that we, African socialists, were looking for a fourth 
road in matters of culture, economy and policy. 





With respect to culture, let us take once more the example of Senegal; 
Since independence, we have created not only a new French-language litera- 
ture, but also a new way of painting, 4 new sculpture, a new art of tapes- 
try, and we are now creating a new music, a new dance, a new architecture, 
@ new philosophy. Already before independence, we were busy taking up 
roots in the values of Negritude so that we could open up to the life- 
giving values from other continents and other nations, first of all those 
of Mediterranean countries. 


As far as economy is concerned, democratic socialism, to us, consists 
essentially in using the latest scientific and technological discoveries 
to increase the production of economic goods, and that of spiritual goods 
as well. All the more so as, as we have been saying for a long time, it is 
impossible to solve economic problems if you neglect their cultural aspect. 
This is what the World Bank has just confirmed. 


In the rural sector, we have nationalized 95 percent of the land; we have 
come back to the old Negro-African tenure system which establishes the 
right of the farmers to use, but not to own, the lands which they cultivate. 


In the secondary and tertiary sectors, next to public establishments of 
an industrial or commercial character--water supply, ports, telecommunica- 
tions, etc.--we have created semi-public corporations in the leading 
branches such as energy and the mines. 
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Above all this, there is policy, as the ancient Greeks understood it, i.e. 

the management of human society so as to make men not only more prosperous, 
but better and happier. This is where democratic pluralism and the separa- 
tion of the three powers--executive, legislative and judicial--play a part. 


The results are there. There has been no miracle, but there has been 
progress in all domains since, in spite of 10 years of drought out of 

20, per capita income in Senegal has increased from 160 dollars in 1960 

to 463 dollars in 1978, according to the World Bank. As for culture and 
education, we have multiplied the number of students in primary schools by 
4, that of students in secondary schools by 10, and by 13 that of university 
students. 


In summary, we, African socialists--the example of Tunisia would be just 
as pertinent, if not more so--are trying to work out a fourth road which 
differs fram the European third road in that it is rooted in the comple- 
mentary cultural values of Arabity and Negritude. We have given priority 
to “animal needs," to economic and financial problems, but primacy to 
culture, in accordance with the thought of Karl Marx himself. 


As a matter of fact, in a posthumous text entitled "Le Travail Aliene” 
[Alinenated Work], published in the March 1948 issue of REVUE SOCIALISTE 
DE PARIS, Merx writes that, after “animal needs" have been satisfied, 

the “generic activity” of man, human activity, is to “create works of 
beauty." Too many socialists keep forgetting this fundamental thought of 
Marx. 


[Question] What concrete proposals could the European socialist mcovement 
prepare--for instance through European institutions or through cooperatives-- 
until a global North-South negotiation becomes possible, to improve the 

lot of countries in the South through cultural and economic exchanges 

which, at last, would be egalitarian? 


i|Answer) These are the proposals which I intend to submit in the conclusion 
»f my Introductory Report to the next congress of the Socialist Internationale. 


If it wishes to fulfil its “humanist” mission, it should, fm@st of all, 
tackle the question of aid to the Third World. Developed countries had 
promised that they would give each year 1 percent, later on .7 percent of 
their domestic gross product for this aid. At present, they are giving 
approximately .35 percent, i.e. only half of that. And the two super- 
powers distinguish themselves by the moderateness of their aid: .25 per- 
cent for the United States, .04 percent for the USSR. 


However, what developing countries are mainly complaining about is the 
Jeterioration of exchange conditions which makes it possible for developed 
countries to get richer at the expense of the poorest countries. The 
World Bank has calculated that from 1952 to 1972, this deterioration, on 
the average, amounted to 2.5 percent. And specialists of the Third World 
have calculated that, since the first oil shock in 1974, this deterioration 


has amounted to between 10 and 20 percent. 
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The only effective way of lessening this deterioration, if we cannot put 
an end to it, is, as I have said above, to peg the prices of raw materials, 


oil included, to the prices charged by developed countries for goods and 
services. 


We must, however, do more than that. In a recent book entitled “Why Are 
They So Poor?", Rudolf Strahm, a German Swiss, maintains that the 34 
billion dollars supplied by developed countries in 1974 as an aid to 
developing countries represented only one third of the deterioration of 
exchange conditions. Therefore, more should be done and a tax should 

be levied on the defence or military budgets of all countries, developed 
or developing. At the extraordinary UN conference on disarmament, I 


suggested a 5 percent tax. The Socialist Internationale has accepted 
the principle of such a tax. 


In conclusion, the Socialist Internationale, at its next congress, should 
adopt these proposals and refine them. Above all, socialist governments 
should put forward these proposals at the next UN North-South conference, 
in order to have them adopted definitively.

ELECTORAL COMMISSION LISTS QUALIFICATIONS FOR CANDIDATES 
LD301239 Kampala Domestic Service in English 0400 GMT 30 Oct 80 EA 


[Text] The Electoral Commission has published the qualifications for people who 
want to contest parliamentary seats in the forthcoming general elections. Those 
disqualified from standing as candidates include people who worked in Amin's 
defunct security forces. 


A prospective candidate must be a Ugandan and must have attained the age of 

21 years. A prospective candidate wishing to contest a parliamentary seat must 
be able to speak and, unless incapacitated by blindness or other physical cause, 
to read English well enough to take an active part in the proceedings of the 
assembly. Therefore a prospective candidate must be a person who has previously 
sat in the National Assembly, or must be the holder of a university degree or 
diploma or must have passed the Uganda certificate of education or its equivalent 
with a pass in English or oral English. Any prospective candidate who may not 
fall under one of the above three categories shall be required at the time of 
nomination to deliver to the returning officer a certificate signed by a person 
appointed for the purpose by the Electoral Commission that he is able to speak 
English with a degree of proficiency sufficient to enable him to take an active 
part in the proceedings of the National Assembly. 


Financially, a prospective candidate must by law produce an income tax clearance 
certificate for the previous year of income before his nomination papers can be 
accepted by the returning officer. Every candidate shall be required at the time 

of his nomination to deposit with the returning officer the sum of 10,000 shillings 
in cash or by means of a postal order made payable to the Uganda administration, 

and if he fails to do so the nomination of the candidate shall be deemed to be void. 


No candidate shall be qualified to be a member of the National Assembly who has 
within the immediate preceding 5 years been convicted of a corrupt practice under 
the National Assembly Elections Act; who is a member of a district council or 
municipal council; or is the holder of any office the functions of which involve 
any responsibility for or in connection with the conduct of the elections, or any 
responsibility for the compilation or revision of registers of voters under the 
law of Uganda. People who hold, or are acting in, a public office are not allowed 
to stand. 


Others not allowed to stand are people who formed, managed or were members or 
agents of any of the defunct organizations under the military regime, namely: 
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the State Research Bureau, the Public Safety Unit, the military police and anti- 
smuggling unit and the military tribunal. 


Other categories of candidates not allowed to stand are people who have made a 
declaration of allegiance to a country other than Uganda; are judged or otherwise 
declared bankrupt under any law in force in Uganda and have not been discharged; 

or are judged or otherwise declared to be of unsound mind under any law in force 

in Uganda; are under sentence of death imposed on them by any court in Uganda; 

or under sentence of imprisonment exceeding 6 months imposed on them by a competent 
court. 


Every candidate shall be required at the time of nomination to deliver to the 
returning officer a statutory declaration in the form of Form 10 in the first 
schedule to (?Cap. 101). Candidates are advised not to overlook this fundamental 
requirement, which might render their nomination void. Candidates should also 
note that they will not be nominated for election in more than one constituency.

FOREIGN MINISTER SPEAKS AT DINNER FOR DIPLOMATS 
AB271132 Kinshasa AZAP in French 1140 GMT 26 Oct 80 


[Text] Kinshasa, 26 October (AZAP)--Citizen Inonga Lokonga Lome, state commissioner 
for foreign affairs and international cooperation, spoke about Zaire's foreign 
policy and the world situation at a dinner he held on Saturday evening for heads 

of diplomatic missions accredited to Zaire to mark his assumption of duty. 


Speaking of his functions, citizen Inonga recalled that according to the constitu- 
tion, international affairs are [words indistinct] in his capacity as the authentic 
representative of the Zairian people. It is therefore on these lines that he will 
strive, together with the heads of the diplomatic missions, to develop further 

the cooperation that exists between Zaire and the nations they represent. 





He said: Iraq and Iran, two brother countries and members of the nonaligned 
movement, are at war with each other, thus jeopardizing the already precarious 
balance in the region, where the superpowers watch over their interests. Afghanistan 
and Kampuchea, two independent countries continue to be occupied by military 

powers in spite of UN resolutions. In the Middle East, the hopes for peace raised

(Text) President Kaunda has banned the misuse of Government property with immedi- 
ate effect, 


fe has also ordered Government officials to stop their habit of going out on 
“meaningless tours” just to get subsistence allowance, 


The ban which was announced yesterday is contained in a circular sent to Party 
Secretary~General Mr Mainza Chona; Prime Minister Mr Daniel Lisulo; Secretary of 
State for Defence and Security Mr Grey Zulu; members of the Central Committee; all 
ministers, provincial political secretaries and district governors to coincide with 
the l6th Independence anniversary. 


The measure is aimed at saving funds for the successful implementation of the 
“operation food programme," 


And last night, the President called for greater effort by Zambians to grow more 
food, He said this when he received a basket of fruice from Pamodzi Hotel as an 
Independence day gift presented to him by food and beverages manager Mr Francois 
Claessens. 


Dr Kaunda eays in the circular that for a long time he has noted with dismay and 
concern the wastage of Party and Government expenditure on stationery, office 
furniture, fuel and oils by ministries, departments and Government institutions. 


This wastage has been “alarmingly too high,” he says, adding that the demand for 
these items from the Government Printer, Government Stores and other establishments 
where they are supplied in bulk is so high that it is no longer possible to meet 
all the requisitions immediately as was the case in the past. 


"It is clear, however, that the high demand is not due to the expansion in the 
public service operations but rather to the great wastage that goes on unabated in 
all public offices," he says. 


This wasteful expenditure is largely due to indifference, negligence and negative 
attitude towards public property. 








"] want it cheeked and brought to an end forthwith, There should be complete 
reversal in the customary attitude towarde Government property,” he says.

MUZ WARNED AGAINST OPPOSING UNIP

(text) Kululushi governor, Mr Morgan Simwinji, has warned Mineworkers’ Union of 
Zambia (MUZ) officials to stop working against UNIP and refrain from intimidating 
Party cadres or face expulsion from the Party. 


Mr Simwinji told more than 50 MUZ officials, who contested the recent Party ward 
elections in Kalulushi that the District Political Committee would expel from Party 
any MUZ official who tried to intimidate UNIP members. 


"UNIP is capable of banning MUZ and the entire labour movement if it desires, and 
this should serve as a warning," he said. 


He said the District Political Committee was empowered to expel anyone who was 
anti-Party and Government as some of the MUZ officials had shown in recent days. 


UNIP, the governor pointed out, was capable of bulldozing its way through any 
obstacle, and he warned that he was giving a chance to some of those MUZ officials 
who thought their union was more important than the Party. 


He warned that MUZ officials who thought UNIP was “toothless” and felt they could 
intimidate Party cadres at will, were in for a rude shock because the Party could 
bite, and it was capable of bulldozing its way through any hurdles. 


Those MUZ officials in Kalulushi who were not prepared to turn over a new leaf and 
repent after several warnings would be in trouble with him, and when he decided to 
drive the “political caterpillar" himself, he would bulldoze them off the road and 
crush them ruthlessly. 


"Tl am giving you a timely warning to stop harassing and intimidating UNIP members 
that [ am capable of bulldozing dissidents from our way," he warned. 


He called on those MUZ officials who had won the elections to stick to the Party 
because even if they were kicked out from the MUZ, UNIP would look after then, 


Mr Simwinji said he had a session of “important talks" with the Roan Consolidated 
Copper Mines (RCM) Chibuluma Division general manager, Mr Leonard Mabson, and he 
was assured that the mines would keep the MUZ officials who would be kicked out 
of the union. 
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"UNLP will ensure that your jobs are safe, What you should know is that UNIP is 
mother of all the organisations in the country. There cannot be any MUZ or labour 
movement if UNIP does not want," he warned, 


Me Siawinji also announced that two MUZ officials, namely Mr E.K, Chimfwembe, a 
Chambeshi Ward chairman and Mr Philip Makesa, a vice-chairman for Kalulushi Ward, 
had written to him resigning from Party posts. 


But, he said, he was not allowing them to resign because the people who elected 
them had shown confidence in them, 


The governor attacked some Members of Parliament for saying that governors were 
hand-picked because governors were appointed by the President by virtue of the 
powers vested in the head of state, 


"It pains me to hear some politicians say that governors are hand-picked, We are 
not hand-picked, The President appoints us under the constitution of the land," 
he said, 


Commenting on Mr Simwinji's chreat to have anti-Party and Government MUZ officials 
expelled from the Party by the Kalulushi District Political Committee, Zambia 
Congress of Trade Unions secretary general, Mr Newstead Zimpa, said the labour 
movement could not be used as a scapegoat for other people's wrong doings. 


Mr Zimba said ZCTU was an organisation just like UNIP was an organisation, and the 
only difference was that ZCTU represents the workers in employment whereas UNIP 
wae responsible for the running of the country.

Slow Process of Change 
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ILLEGAL STRIKES are delaying the process of change, the 
Minister of Labour and Social Services, Mr Kumbirai Kangai, 
said in Salisbury last night. 

“A Commission of Inquiry is touring Zimbabwe, hearing evidence 
from workers on changes which should be brought ebout to redress past 


injustices in employment. This commission must be given time to hear 
this evidence, to study it and to make recommendations to Government 


on what changes 
should be brought 
about,” Mr Kangai 
said. 

The Minister ap- 
pealed to workers who 
wished to see these 
changes come about to 


be patient. 


He said most of the 
efforts of the Ministry to 
bring about effective 
change were being ham- 
pered as the Minister, the 
Deputy Minister and all 
their staff speat most of 
their time persuading 
workers to go back to 
work 

The number of man- 


hours lost was 
alarming proportions. 
this did not stop at once, 
the ability of commerce 


and industry to 

provide the addi- 
tional jobs which 
were necessary to 
Zimbabwe, would be 


seriously affected, 


The Minister called on 
workers to stop “sabo 
ing” Zimbabwe's hard- 
won freedom and to ig- 
nore those causing dis- 
ruption by calling for 
strike action. 

Such action was neither 
in the interests of the 
country nor was it in the 
interest of the workers, 
Mr Kangai said. 





"If such irrespon-

CHILEAN EXLLES SEEK GOVERNMENT'S SUPPORT

(text) A visiting group of Chilean exiles is confident that Zimbabwe will lend 
its support to international condemmation of the Chilean Government of General 
Pinochet. 


In an interview yestereay, one of the visiting exiles, Mr Mario Galetovic, said 
that calls for international condemnation of the Chile Government would be renewed 
at a forthcoming session of the United Nations General Assemly, 


Only five countries in the world support the existing Gover. ent, They are 
Argentina, Brazil, Paraguay, Uruguay, and Lebanon, according to a vote at last 
year's General Assembly session. 


About a million Chilean nationals have been forced to flee the country since a 
coup d‘etat toppled the short-lived socialist Goverument of Salvador Allende in 
1973. 


The coup was widely alleged to have been engineered by the CIA in collaboration 
with the ITT American multinational corporation which has extensive interests in 
Chile, 


Many Chileans are reported to have “disappeared,” and last year's General Assembly 
noted that hundreds of unmmrked graves had been found in the main cemetery of 
Santiago, the Chilean capital. 


Mr Galetovic said the leftwing Popular Unity Movement was poised for the first 
phase of a possible armed struggle from neighbouring Peru against the "fascist" 
Pinochet Goverment. 


"As you know, we are ringed by dictatorships in neighbouring Bolivia and Argentina. 
But we believe the social democrat Government in Peru has sympathy with us and we 
are preparing for an armed struggle. 


“Armed struggle, however, will not be the only method of overthrowing the present 
junta. Trace unions, peasants and the masses as a whole will contribute to the 
eventual downfall of Pinochet."

MUBAKO ATTACKS MEDIA--The Minister of Justice and Constitutional Affairs, Senator 
Simbi Mubako, yesterday attacked the news media, in particular ZBC, for their 
handling of the recent strike by court recorders in Salisbury. After reports of 
the strike appeared in the Herald, ZBC-TV carried an in-depth story on its Monday 
Magazine programme. The Minister said the Press and television reports were 
‘misleading the workers concerned as well as the general public.’ The reports 
gave the false impression that the striking workers were employed by the Ministry 
of Justice and Constitutional Affairs, he said, Senator Mubako said it was stated 
on Monday Magazine that the workers were demanding higher wages from the Ministry 
and even went on to compare the workers’ earnings with those of Government employees 
in other sectors, "This is a gross travesty of the truth," The true position was 
that the workers were employed by a private concern, Nass and Company. “A report 
suggesting anything else emanates from crass ignorance or sheer mischief," said 
the Minister. The allegation made in the programme that the Minister had refused 
to meet the workers was not correct. In fact he, his officials and Mr dass, the 
director of the company, had held talks with the representatives of the workers’ 
committee and officials fr« the ZTUC, said the Minister. Senator Mulako said he 
had made a protest to the Minister of Information, Immigration and Tourism, Dr 
Shamuyarira, about ZTV carrying “such a misleading report." The Minister said Dr 
Shamuyarira was himself surprised that the report would have been made wit rout 
prior consultation. The Herald report of the strike carried on October 21 said 
the 18 court recorders had gone on strike after their request to Mr Nass fo~ a 

25 percent increase had not been answered, The report made it apparent that the 
recorders were employed by Nass and Co., the company that holds the contract for 
court recording in Zimbabwe.

own objectives," he told the magazine Jeune Afrique. But he added he believed 
French-speaking Airica now saw the necessity to "speak to us and get to know us 
better."

Any other aid was “not worth mentioning," he added, Mr Mugabe admitted Paris had 
agreed to do “everything possible to help us through the EEC" but at the same time 
he accused France of creating obstacles to Zimbabwe's adhesion to the Lome Conven- 
tion.

ends tomorrow. A Government spokesman in Salisbury, asked to comment on the Mbabane 
report, referred to a decision announced at the end of the Southern African Co- 
ordination Conference held in Salisbury between September 9-11. "A paragraph in 
the final resolution under the heading Animal Health, said the Government, had

WHEAT PRICE BOUST--The Government had agreed to an increase of $5 a tonne in the 
preplanting producer price for the current wheat crop, the Minister of Agriculture, 
Senator Denis Norman, announced yesterday. "The prescribed producer price for 
wheat delivered to the Grain Marketing Board in the intake year ending March 31 
1981 will be $135 per tomme, Class AS," Senator Norman said, The Minister also 
announced that the preplanting price for the 1981 winter wheat crop would be $155 
1 tonne, Class AS. We said that there had been a reduction in the area planted to 
wheat in the past two years. "This decline in production was attributable to a 
number of factors, including viability and shortage of water due to drought condi- 
tions. “It was necessary to reverse this decline and, accordingly, the increased 
prices were provided to act as an incentive to increase production," he said, 
Senator Norman called on the wheat growers to make substantial increases in their 
wheat plantings for 1981, as maize formers had done after the preplanting price of

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NO BEEF IMPORTS--There would be no dramatic improvement in the meat rationing 
eyetem and no importing of beef to Zimbabwe, Senator Denis Norman, Minister of 
Agriculture, said yesterday, He told a beef symposium at Gilson Estate that 
meac rationing would continue until February.
